Here is your Friday Information Update: 


Front Hallway: 

• There was a Bob Wick sighting today and then I got to catch up with him finally! Bob was in DC this week 
and had the chance to do a national live webinar on Wednesday via Zoom. His presentation gave a visual tour 
of BLM managed rivers and trails and had a great DC and national turnout! 

• Yesterday, the House passed a two week extension of the CR by a vote of 235 193 providing funding 
through December 22, 2017. The Senate passed the extension by a vote of 81 14. The CR extension bill was 
sent to the President for his signature. 

• On Monday December 4"' the President issued the Presidential Proclamation Modifying the Grand Staircase 
Escalante National Monument and the Presidential Proclamation Modifying the Bears Ears National 
Monument. 

o The Proclamation Modifying the Bears Ears National Monument modifies the boundaries of the 1.35 
million acres of Federal lands to 2 areas: the Shash Jaa area and the Indian Creek area; and excludes 
from its designation and reservation approximately 1,150,860 acres. 

O The Proclamation Modifying the Grand Staircase Escalante National modifies the boundaries of the 
1.7 million acres of Federal lands to 3 units: the Grand Staircase, Kaiparowits, and Escalante Canyons 
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units of the monument (1,003,863 acres). Any lands not within the boundaries identified on the 
accompanying map in the Proclamation are excluded from the monument. 


• On Tuesday December 5th, in accordance with the Presidents April 26, 2017 Executive Order, Secretary 
Zinke released the final report outlining recommendations he made to the President on national monument 
designations under the Antiquities Act. 

O In addition to Bears Ears and Grand Staircase Escalante, the final report included recommendations 
to modify the boundaries and management of Cascade Siskiyou, and Gold Butte National Monuments.
